Blown to Atoms.

A terrible explosion oceurred yesterday
morning at the mouth of Bt. Johna river,
Fla, by which two men wure killed and
geveral men ipjured. Captain B G. Ross,
in charge of the Government jetly work at
St. Johus bar, has been engaged for seversl
dage in blowiog up the submerged wreck

of the old Dutch brig Neva, which bas for
years ohatructed the chunnel off Mayport
He Led in his employ & lighter in command
of A. . Moore, with a crew of twelve men,
‘Pwo of the men, R T. Moore, a son of the
captein, and a man pamed, Powell, colored,
were soidering 8 twenty five-pound can of
dynsmite, when it exploded with & terrific
report, and blew both meo to atoms, only
one toe of Moore being found afier the ex-
plosion. Eongneer Duon of the lighter was
budiy wounded in the side and arm. Capt.
Moore wus blackened by the explosion and
bedly «baken up, but is oot seriously in
jured. He is, however, in a siate of miod
wlmost bordering upon insanity by rea
.pa of the terrible fale of his son
The explosion was heard Jjor miles
sround, snd caused an upheaval of water
and tremor of the earth, which created con-
a:derab'e mlerm. The steam tug Robert
Turcer went burriedly to the sceneof the
d:gas er, and then blew whistlea of distress
which brougot the government steamer and
others to the rescue, and carried Duan to
Muyport, where be could receive medical
treatment. Ibe lighter wsa boarded im
mediately sfier the explosion to ascertain
what other damapge was donoe, and every-
thing was found one mass of wreck and
ruin. The machinery of the jetty lighter
and engine was completely demolished, a
big hole being found on the deck of the
lighter, and the erew badly demoralizad. A
sesroh was at once instituted for the re
mains of the mep, but witbout further suc-
cess, DMoore's vest and pants were subee
quently found among the floating wreckage,
torn completely in shreds. Moore, the
white man killed, was twenty-two Yyears
old, nod unmarried. This is the first seri
ous sceident that bhas occurred at these
jatties since the work began ceveral years
Apo.

po attenticn was paid to this, and the pair
were wedded in the town, emid much re
joicing Wedoesday evening. Vesterday
mornir g they set out for the bride's home,
and, aa they were eotering the door, Cas-
well, who was secreted behind it, stepped
out with a double barreled esbotgun and
fired point blank at Gould, blowing away
the eutire lower part of his face, The vic-
tim fell to the ground, and died in a few
mowents, The murderer coolly put op his
guo, and, gave himself np, saying he was
without friends, and wanted to be hanged.
He claims that for over a year past be has
lived with Laura as her husband, and wonld
not let any other man take his place. Thie
iz, however, not belisved by the friends of
the young girl, who is prostrated.
